WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(4)—Re- 
lief for hard- 5 ggg railvoads was 
dranted today by the interstate com- 
merce cOmmission in the form of in- 
creased rates on all freight except 
farm pe tell the proceeds to be used 
to aid weaker lines. 

The increases, obtained through ap- 
™ plication of surcharges, will be ef- 
ective as soon as the carriers file 
permission for the changes. 

In taking the action, the commis- 
sion withdrew its previous decision 
that revenues from the increase be 
peopled and distributed among roads 
whose bonds have been endangered by 
curtailed income. 

The commission, by a 7-to-4 vote, 
said, however, it would expect the car- 
riers to assist the weaker lines through 
fin organization of their own. 

“We believe it to be pretty clearly

At that time, under 
trying conditions, not a foreigner lost 
his life during the evacuation. 

The Navy Cross is the third highest 
medal the government may offer. The 
Medal of Honor, which requires con- 
gressional award, is first, with the 
Distinguished Service Cross, conferred 
usually by the president, second, after 
which the Navy Cross ranks third. 
Secretary Adams, the dispatches said, 
is forwarding the medal to Comman- 
der Tisdale in the name of President 
Hoover. 

Commander Tisdale is a native of 
Maryland. He is 37 years old and was 
assigned to the Tech training: corps 
last June. He entered the Naval 
Academy in 1911 and was graduated 
with the class of 1915, after which he 
entered sea service and served through- 
out the World War.

NAVAL AFFAIRS PROBE 
SOUGHT BY GARDINER 


Dec. 


WASHINGTON, 7.—(P)— 
Returning to the attack, William 
Howard Gardiner, president of the 
Navy League, said today that Presi- 
(lent Hoover’s naval attitude called 
for a “congressional investigation into 
his entire conduct of naval affairs.” 

As Gardiner spoke the prospect that 
congress would go into the substance 
of the controversy between Mr. Hoo- 
ver and the Navy League grew. 

Chairman Hale, of the senate naval 
committee, said today he planned to 
introduce a bill ealling for the build- 
ing of the navy to the limits of the 
London treaty. 

He estimated it would ask authori- 
zations for new ships costing between 
$800,000,000 and $900,000,000, There 
is little doubt that in sifting this 
and other naval legislation the entire 
dispute will be reviewed. 

Gardiner referred today to what he 
termed Mr. Hoover’s “organized ef- 
forts to discredit the Navy League,” 
but said he preferred to devote his 
attention to the chief executive's 
“misconceptions” of naval duties. 

Gardiner said the president’s Navy 
Day statement that the navy was 
adequate and should not be increased 
|for fear of arousing ill will was in 
effect a repudiation of the platform 
(on which Mr. Hoover was elected. 
| Representative Vinson, democrat, 
Georgia, said recently he felt the navy 
should be built up to treaty limits, 
but over a period of 10 years or more. 
He is slated to be chairman of the 
naval affairs committee.

Chancellor Studying 
Emergency Decrees yon 
Financial Situation. . | 


BERLIN, Dec. T7.—(4)—Chancel- 
lor Heinrich Bruening in the next 
few days will go to the people in a 
radio address with an 
Adolf. Hitler’s attacks against 
government, 

Hitler’s statements as to how he 
will handle reparations and the eco- 
nomie life of the country if and when 
he comes into authority are described 


in government circles as “‘vaporings.”’ 
Confidence is expressed that Chan- 
eellor Bruening. will be able to pre- 
sent a good casé for his program. 

Herr Bruenifig and members of: his 
eabinet were putting the finishing 
touches tonight on the latest series 
of emergency decrees that the gov- 
ernment has drafted in a desperate 
effort to weather the financial storm 
that broke over the nation in July, 

While the contents have not offi- 
cially: been divulged, it is reported 
that the chancellor has made a de- 
termined attempt to reduce wages and 
prices in conformity. It is under- 
stood that an effort is being made to 
reduce wages to the 1927 level and 
that salaries of public service em- 
ployes will be cut 9 per cent, effec- 
tive Febru 1, together with a re 
duction in disability insurance, 

A source of revenue hitherto un- 
exploited by the decrees is the turn- 
over tax, which is expected to be 
increased from .75 per cent to 2 per 
cent. It is reported that industrial 
interests will be compelled to reduce 
the prices of steel and iron abowt 
15 per cent and that various freight 
rates will be cut from 5 to 15 per 
cent, 

This would result in a decrease of 
10 per cent, or goughly 300,000,000 
mcrks, in revenue in mark, but 
stimulated business and reduction of 
railmen’s wages are expected to bal- 
ance the loss. Coal and other. vital 
necessities are expected to benefit 
largely.

COTTON’S PASSING RULE. 


Perfection of a practical mechani- 
cal cotton picker, announced re- 
ment of labor, is seen by John H. 
Caulfield, of the American Cotton 
Co-operative Association, as a seri- 
ous threat to successful cotton pro- 
duction on the small farms of the 
South Atlantic states. 

The mechanical picker, Mr. Caul- 
field points out, means more than 
the passing of the picturesque ne-
